An Octogenarian Among Bunko Men 
Loses Several Thousand Dollars.

New York, December 20.—Alfred Clock 
is a retired business man, and lives with his 
daughter, Mrs. J. V. Meserole, at 539 Mad- 
ison avenue. He is eighty years of age, but 
continues to manage his large property in 
New York and Brooklyn, and his check is 
honored at the Fifth Avenue Bank. More 
than a year ago he was visited by a stroke of 
paralysis, which deprived him of speech for 
atime. Recently he recovered this faculty 
and became so strong thathe has taken oc- 
casional walks unattended. On Thursday 
morning he left home and walking to Sixth av- 
enue-rode in aSixth Avenue car to Eighth 
strect,when he walked across to Fourth ave- 
nue and entered a Fourth avenue car. He had 
no sooner taken his seat than he was ad- 
dressed by a well-dressed and polite young 
nan, who called him by name 
and appeared surprised when Mr. Clock 
tailed to recognize him. The young man 
said that his name was Stokes; that he was 
an old friend of Mr. Clock’s tainily and that 
he resided in the same neighborhood. He 
conversed for some time, showing some 
knowledge of Mr. Clock’s affairs, and finally 
remarked that he had drawn a large prize in 
a lottery, and if Mr. Clock would go with him 
to the lottery office, which was on Fourth 
avenue, they would take the nextcar. Then 
jollowed the well-worn trick of drawing the 
rize,andof Mr. Clocks taking a chance. 

le gave successively checks for $200, 
$700 and $65.000, Then he was informed that 
it would be necessary for him to put up 
$1,500 in cash to recover his checks.

BANK SUSPENSION. 


The President of the City Bank, Roc hes- 
ter, Speculates in OL 

New York, December 20.—A Rochester, 
N. Y., special says the City Bank, rated the 
third strongest in the city, closed the dvors 
this mofning. There is said to be a deffcien- 
cy of half a million dollars. The cause of 
suspension is thought to be speculation in 
stocks and oil by the President, Charles E. 
Upton. Great excitement prevails. 

THE DELINQUENT PRESIDENT. 

RocneEstTer, N. Y., December 20.—The 
fraudulent use of $350,000, funds of the City 
Bank of Rochester, by its president, C. E. 
Upton, caused much excitement. The 
amount of deposits is stated as $200,000 and 
the amount of paper held by the bank $800,- 
woo. Upton was treasurer of the Western 
New York Episcopal Dynasty and had its 
funds inthe bank. ‘The savings bank of the 
city had large sums deposited in the bank. 

THE CAUSE. 

J. B. Peykins, attorney of the bank and 
one of the directors, makes the following 
statement: “A month agol considered the 
bank perfectly sound. ‘The cause of the 
failure was‘ speculation with the funds of 
the bank by President C. E. Upton in oil 
lately, who had speculated to the amount of 
100,000 barrels—200,000 barrels, he said, for 
himself, a great deal more for other parties 
not connected with the bank. Two or three 
weeks ago there was a heavy fall in prices. 
He took money from the bank to carry this. 
lnimediately after that the directors were in-1 
formed that checks of the City Bank had 
been thrown out by the American Exchange 
Bank, New York. We commenced investi- 
gating and found everything in confusion 
We wished Upton to make a statement and 
he finally said he would.” 

He pone pd said he owed about 
$200,000 and had property valued at $150,000, 
which he agreed to secure to 
the bank. The directors then decided to 
raise $100,000 and continue the bank, but it 
was subsequentiy ascertained that Upton 
owed $350,000 and the institution was obliged 
to close. Upton turned over to the 
bank roperty valued at $50,000, 
Itis said Upvon drew $75,000 last night for 
his private use. The city bas no funds in the 
bank, but the county is badly involved. 


Bank Defalcation. 

JEFFERSON, O., December 20.—The com- 
munity is excited over the defalcation of J. 
Fuller and H. L. St. John, cashier and as- 
sistant cashier of the Second National Bank, 
and the suspension of the bank pending in- 
vestigation. Fuller has fled. He had been 
speculating and used $50,000 to $75,000 of the 


bank funds. St. John, on jJearning the crime 
was discovered, had a stroke of paralysis. 
The depositors are not likely to lose any 
money, the stockholders being liable for 
$200,000, being far more than the average de- 
posits.

The National Committee of the Greenback- 
Labor party gathered in the ladies’ ordina- 
ry of the Laclede Hotel, a few minutes after 
noon to-day, in pursuance of afcall issued 
some days ago by the president of the com- 
mittee, Col. Jesse Harper, of Danville, Il.

the National Committee upon the subject to

With 
such diversity of opinion it iooked as though 
the question of re-naming the party was yo- 
ing to create a lively discussion as soon as 
the committee got fairly to work. Another 
propusiotion to be submitted to the committee 
Wlil be the publication by the party ofa large 
secund edition of Britton A. huli’s “Libervy 
and Law,’ and in aH probability the com- 
mittee may be called upon to take some action 
on the question of prohibition.

President Jesse Harper made afew intro- 
ductory remarks to the audience stating that 
he had, shortly after the late election, come 
to the conclusion that the opportunity for the

that he decided the committee ought to be 
called together for this purpose. He con- 
sulted with several - parties, and it was then 
determined to issue the circular, caliing the 
present meeting. The fact was that noth- 
ing in the way of principle was settled at 
the late election. Une party was put out 
andthe other was putin and that was ail 
there was about it. ‘I'welve hundred cireu- 
lars had been sent out with a view of secur- 
ing opinions as to the purpose of. the 
party and not less than 300 replies had been 
received, many of which had strongly in- 
dorsed the action of cailing the committee to- 
gether, and had expressed taith in the doc- 
trines of the party and of their  ulti- 
mate triumph.

University Club Amendments. 

The University Club presented a petition 
to the Circuit Court to-day seeking an amend- 
ment of charter. The proposed amendments 
provide that the corporation shall not be 
liable for any amount beyond the funds in 
the treasurer’s hands unless the debt is au- 
thorized at.a meeting of not less than thirty 
members.

PUBLISH THE PENSION LIST. 
“An elderly cripple has appeared in Detroit 
claiming to be CuarRLes E. BREWER, who 
enlisted in Company A, First Michigan Ar- 
tillery. in August, 1861, and was reported 
killed in the battle of Bull Run, in August, 
1862. After that battle CHARLES E. BREWER 
was never again seen alive by any person 
previously acquainted with him. The man 
who now claims to be the identical CHARLES 
E. Brewer has his certificate of enlistment 
and plenty of battle-scars to show that he 
was a soldier, but tells a strange story about 
his protracted disappearance. He says the 
injuries received in the battle wherein he 
was reported killed impaired his memory so 
that he cannot tell where he was or what 
happened to him fora iong time after the 
battle. .All he knows is that he found him- 
self at last living in Kansas City, where his 
home now is, and, being in destitute circum- 
stances, he has visited Detroit to get some of 
his old comrades to assist him in obtaining a 
pension, with the arrears allowed by the ex- 
isting law. 

This may be CHar.Les E. BREWER, but 
the story is just such aone as would be con- 
cocted by conspirators who had obtained or 
forged BREWER’s certificate and found some 
old deserter or battered old rebel ‘willing to 
personate a dead Union soldier for a share 
of the plunder thus to be filched from the 
Treasury of a grateful and outrageously 
swindled country. Thetrial of the Wack- 
ERLE case in this city developed pretty 
strong proofthatitis easy fora living man 
to personate a dead soldier and enjoy his 
pension. The appalling increase of the pen- 
sion list makes it morally certain that a very 
large proportion of the pensioners are wicked 
Almost every neighborhood is 
cognizant of a scandal of this sort, and 
thousands of them would be detected if the 
pension-lists were published. Old _ soldiers 
who helped to bury slain comrades would be 
surprised to find them still living in distant 
parts of the country. Any miscreant who 
robbed and wounded Private Smiru, as he 
lay wounded on the battlefield, may, if he 
preserved SMITH’S papers and is ordinarily 
shrewd, proceed now to have himself identi- 
fied by competent false witnesses as the same 
Smiru and obtain botha pension and a snug 
fortune in the way of arrears. 

As the law is administered a tempting 
premium is put upon such rascality, and to 
facilitate a great variety of pension frauds 
and prevent their detection seems to be the 
only rational motive for objecting to the 
publication of the pension list. Thus we are 
making that list, toa great extent, a roll of 
dishonor instead of aroll of honor. We are 
keeping it hidden now, to hand it down to 
after generations witha blazonry of notorious 
fraud that will reflect suspicion indiscrim- 

nately upon the namesit bears. But pub- 

j ish the pension list of each county, with 
particulars of each pensioner’s claim, and 
there is reason to believe the pension roll 
will soon undergo a purgation that will saye 
millions of dollars and discourage a vast 
amount of villainy. This is due to the soldier 
whose nameis rightfully enrolled as one of 
the her6es who foughtand suffered for his 
country. ‘The suggestion that it would 
shame him or his children to publish him as 
one entitled to and receiving in his old age 
sone small compensation for the blood he 
shed for the Republicin his youth, is mere 
bosh. He knows that the publication which 
gazettes his heroism will tend to expose the 
frauds by which the names of many thou- 
sand imposters have been inscribed with 
those of honest and patriotic soldiers.

THE DORSEY LETTERS. 

The New York Herald with characteristic 
enterprise has- published in its Monday 
edition some ten columns of the correspon- 
dence which passed between the Republican 
manageys of the recent national campaign.

W.Donsty, a gentleman whose relations

Secretaryship of the Treasury, MORTON 
should .have been made Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The correspondence disposes forever of any 
claims or pretenses of the people engaged in it 
to be anything else except the cheapest kind of 
machine politicians and shows that their 
methods of working differed in no wise from 
those tactics which have made politics a 
word of unsavory meaning ip the general 
mouth. If these letters had been published 
time to have been used as cam- 
paign documents in the last cam- 
paign they would probably have af- 
fected States not reached by the ‘“‘cy- 
clone.”

lt was very easy work to get money 
out of Morton for the national campaign, 
and he made what he called ‘‘voluntary con- 
tributions” with a readiness and alacrity 
which were cheering to all who profited by 
them.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
A Test of the Storage System Made 
Last Night. 
Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

NEw York, December 20.—The first pub- 
lic experiment in this city with the Brush 
storage system of lightning by electricity 
has been made in the rooms of the Brush- 
Swan Electric Light Company. Many distin- 
guished electricians were present. A bat- 
tery of twentv-four cells was charged with 
power from the ordinary street circuits of 
the Brush Company. Twenty-seven Swan 
lamps were kept burning for five hours by 
the electricity thus accumulated. The stor- 
age battery consists of a box containing cells 
in each of which are. lead plates. The 
plates are electrically treated and immersed 
in acidulated water, The battery exhibited 
last evening was provided with an automatic 
Switch attached to which was a meter. 
The switch automatically regulated 
the charge of the storage battery, 
and the meter registered the 
amount of current used. Thelights used 
were equal toone of the big lights on the 
circuit that supplies the lamps between Eli- 
zabeth street and the Grand Central Depot. 
Mr. C. F, Brush explained the operation of 
the system to the visitor. Itis declared that 
the storage system possesses a great advan- 
tage over the system of lighting 

DIRECTLY BY POWER 

generated from dynamic machines. With the 
storage system every consumer of light has his 
reservoir of electricity on hisown premises. 
A stopping of the machinery at the central 
station would not put out his lights. It is 
also said that the lights furnished by the 
storage battery are absolutely steady, while 
those supplied directly from the dynamo 
machine are not. At the exhibition a dy- 
namic machine of about one horse-power was 
run by power from a storage battery. The 
twenty-seven lights in little glass globes 
burned brightly and steadily.

BIG SUIT, 


Western Union Officers Called to Ac- 
count for Several Millions, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 20.—The papers in 
anew suit against the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company have just been served on its 
officers. The complaint is made by Mr, 
Josiah C. Rieff, a stockholder of the com- 
pany. It charges that the Western Union direc- 
tors who ratified the consolidation agree- 
ment of January 19, 1881, are liable to the 


corporation for at least $19,847,190 of illegal 
stock issued under that agreement, namely, 
$15,526,590 distributed as a scrip dividend 
among the Western Union stockholders, and 
$4,320,000 paid for Atlantic and Pacific shares 
already held by the Western Union at the 
ime of the consolidation. The complaint 
then alleges that the directors are now plan- 
ning to escape the consequences of their 
acts by a scheme which is at once 
unlawful and subversive of the rights of the 
stockhoiders. Their pur is to create a 
mortgage with bonds to the amount of the 
illegal stock, or nearly $20,000,000, and to ex- 
change these bonds for stock so as to reduce 
the capital stock of the corporation toa 
legal] basis. It is further asserted that the 
exchange is effected through “some syndi- 
cate of capitalists to formed, 
or by some i other arrangement,’ 
and that to avoid the purchase ot so large a 
block of stock inopen market “some ar- 
rangement or understanding is had with Jay 
Gould whereby he is to 

SUPPLY THE SYNDICATE 
with stock for cash or in exchange for the 
mortgage bonds. 

Mr. heiff then charges that such a mort- 
Zage and the accompanying bonds would be 
lilegal and void as not being made for the 
acquisition of any property, bad simply to 
shield the directors from the consequences 
of their former’ illegal acts; that 
the issue of bonds would a 
charge upon the corporation, would postpone 
his rights as a stockholder after the alleged 
rights of the bondholders and would be his 
continuous loss, detriment and disadvan- 
tage.” In short the plaintiff, as he alleges, 
and oll others situated as he is, would be put 
in a far worse position by the issue of such 
bonds than they are now with the stock wat- 
ered up to $80,000,000.- After expressing his 
belief that the directors intend to move in 
this matter with “a similar celerity”’ to that 
displayed in consummating the notorious 
consolidation agreement of 1881, the plaintitf 
appeals to the Supreme Court to prevent the 
scheme from being carried through.

4 
favor with ladies who plunged deeply into 
the excitement of the capital, that the jewel- 
ers were selling largely a curious and novel 
kind of personal ornament, viz. a little phial 
to hold morphia, with injection-needle at- 
tached. Indulgence in this poison, however, 
entails such a pressly revenge of nature that, 
enerally speaking, even those women who 
ive for society are in no great danger of fall- 
ing victims to ite infatuation. 
utit is otherwise with another poison 

which of late years has been steadily rising 
in the favor of ladies, ond whose consump- 
tion is now enormous. No doubt the doctors 
are primarily responsible for this fashionable 
vice, They prescribe arsenic asatonic, It 
is unquestionably a very efficacious one, and, 
when used discreetly, an excellent blood- 
purifier, But no sooner does many a fair 
patient perceive that it makes the complexion 
weey clear and white than it has a fatal fasci- 
nation for her; and asa preparation ofthe 
drug is to be obtained of any chemist, she is 
not obliged to make the doctor a confidant of 
her weakness. It is in France, however, 
where this poison is chiefly in vogue; and we 
may be sure that, until. our ideal of beauty 
greatly changes forthe worse, the habitual 
arensic-takers will remain ina very small 
minority in this country. For the effects of 
the drug are twofold: it makes the skin of 
marble whiteness, butit also rapidly pro- 
duces a form of obesity that comes into vio- 
lent conflict with our prevailing notions of 
feminine charms. Frenchmen and Moors 
agree in thinking thatthe more closely the 
female form resembles that of the quail the 
more divine itis. Westand aloof from the 
worshippers of embonpoint, and have as little 
admiration forthe fat kine as we have for 
the lean. Those who are familiar with French 
life know with what ardor a Frenchwoman 
cultivates a well-rounded form.

arsenic only needed the patronage of the 
ladies who cause such heart-burnings to esti- 
mable matrons at Longchamps for the latter 
to become feverishly anxious to try the effect 
of the ‘elixir’ on themselves. Neither of the 
two ‘worlds’ can hold any secret from the 
other, and the agency employed to produce 
those physical results of which we have been 
speakin has long ceased to be a mystery in 
Paris. Now, whether it be onthe green- 
swardsjof Longchamps, in the gilded rooms of 
the Eiysee, or at an afternoon reception of 
the Princesse X , one does not need to be 
learned in medicine to perceive that arsenic 
has taken the lead of morphia, belladonna, 
or any other noxious drug that ever entered 
into conspiracy with feminine vanity to make 
the genuine woman of man’s delightful ideal 
the tiimsiest of abstractions, as the favorite 
poison of the ladies of France.

Present Styles Compared With Those 
of our Ancestors. 
From the New York Star. 


“There are things which look very prett 
in the matters of dress nowadays whic 
would shock our ancestors,” was the remark 
made by one of the leading spirits in Miss 
Kate Field’s Co-operative Dressmaking es- 
tablishment to an amateur reporter for the 
Star one dav last week. 

“How so?” the reporter asked. 

*‘Because the fashionable world is turned 
upside down,”’ was the reply; “and what 
seems very proper and nice to us would have 
been laughed at 100 vears ago. Fashions, 
like history, repeat themselves. I believe 
some distinguished philosopher has remark- 
ed that there is nota person in the world 
who can invent a new idea. Every 
thought that passes through the human 
brain has n produced time and 
time again in the brains of people 
who have been hundreds and thousands of 
years in their graves. One of the writers in 
the Bible tells us that there is nothing new 
under the sun. Now, the same rule applies 
to the clothing we wear as much as it does to 
anything else. As an evidence of the truth of 
what I am saying,I will tell you that I am as- 
sured by mv Mother that many of the fash- 
ions of to-day are exact counterparts of the 
clothing worn by the men, women and chil- 
dren fifty years ago. In fact, it may be laid 
down as alaw that the fashions are repro- 
duced once in every half century.” : 

; How do you account for this remarkable 
act. 

“We'l, itis simple enough. Action and re- 
action are equal. If things eo to the extreme 
in one way thev are pretty sure to go as far 
in the opposite direction. Those neople 
among us who have lived in this world even 
a quarter of a century will remember the ab- 
surdly large hoonskirts that were worn by 
the women. Itis stated of a certain society 
belle who visited Saratogain 1858 that she 
wore a hoon five feet in diameter at the bot- 
tom of her dress. As the circumference of a 
circle is about three times its diameter, a 
person who walked around the Saratoga 
belle wogld travel fifteen feet or nearly a rod. 
By degrees the hoopskirt grew less until it 
finally disappeared. and In its place came the 
equally absurd pullbacks of five or six vears 
ago, when tne ladies tied their skirts so 
closely about their ankles thatit was with 
diffenity that thev could walk. The null- 
back is now giving way to more ample skirts, 
and ten or fifteen vears from now we will see 
hoops again in fashion. The much-talked-of 
Sarah Bernhardt glove, with its with its long 
wrist of manv wrinkles, whichts now so 
fashionable, is nothing new. Our grand- 
mothers wore gloves of similar construction. 
The poke bonnet now worn bv little girls is a 
decided reproduction of an old fashion.” 

“Whatdo you consider the most absurd 
fashion of the present dav?” 

Now, that is a somewhat difficn!t question 
toanswer. Absnrdity is a relative term. 
Many things that at first seem abenurd seem 
beantiful after becoming familiar.”’ 

“What is the latest fashionable enlor?”’ 

“Strawberry color. This is a lightish kind 
of pink. It takesits name from its resem- 
blanece to the eolor of mashed or ernshed 
strawberries. Itis just now a favorite shade 
for feathers for ladies’ hats. JT have no donbt 
that it will soon extend to other articles of 
dress, and that it wild become fully as popn- 
lar as terra-cotta has in the past vear or two. 
Speaking of terra-cotta reminds me that ab- 
surdity can be exemplified in the color as well 
as in the shape or cut of garments. We all 
remember whata great rage there was for 
vellow or white when Oscar Wilde first came 
to this country. It seems strange that a man 
should set a fashion for the ladies: put it 
will hereafter be a fact in histerv that Osear 
Wilde was instrumentel in bringing the 
munch despised sunflower into prominence, 
and the belles of the land were proud to 
wear the great, awkward yellow and white 
flower in their hbelfs.”

Not un- 
usually a piumn lady will want a style of 
eirenlar or cloak which does not fit closely 
and makes her look like a meal-bag. al! of 
one size from her head to her heels. We tell 
her that a close-fitting sacque, or a garment 
with arms, or that shows where her arms are. 
will be more appropriate for her: but all of 
our attempts to convince her thot she has a 
wrong idea of the matter are fruitless. Per- 
hans the very next customer is a tall, thin 
lady, and she will insist unon being made to 
apnear still taller and thinner bv having us 
make for her a garment which fits her like 
the bark to a bean-pole. Again. there are 
neonle of good taste who are hard to please. 
They are so full of notions that it is next to 
impossible to suit them with a garment. 
They want us to make alterations and reent 
and sew over and overagain. Asa matter of 
econrse, it is necessary to charee a higher 
price for work done for such enstomers than 
for services rendered peonle who are willing 
to trnet entirely to our skill and ivdement.” 

“Where do the fashions come from since 
the Empress Fngenie ceased to be a leader in 
such matters?” 

“The Princess Alexandra, of Fngland, is 
now considered one of the leaders in the 
fashionable world. Many of our new stviles 
come from fashions that are set by popular 
prima donnas.”
